Testimony from three alleged vie* 
tims in the case detailed that pattern: 
Spangler bought the youngsters beer; . 
drank with them as they watched hetero- 
sexual, pornographic films and assaulted 
them through fellatio or fondling when 
they were sleepy or drunk. 

Meanwhile, Spangler" s attorney Don- 
ald Srown said his client probably will 
submit to a voluntary AIDS antibody test 
requested last week by. Prosecutor . 
Richard Thompson. 

"They probably will not have to get a 
court order/' as Thompson threatened 
last week if Spangler did not voluntarily^ 
submit to the test. Brown said* *We in- 
tend to cooperate to ail extents possible, 
as long as it does not interfere with our 



There has been no evidence to sug- 
gest Spangler is an AIDS carrier. * 

Spangler, 45, a lifetime Rochester 
Hills resident, is charged with II felony 
counts and one misdemeanor count of 
criminal sexual conduct involving boys 
ranging in age from II to 16 in. 1981, 1982, 
1985 and 1988; He is also charged with 
three misdemeanor counts of contribut- 
ing to the delinquency of minors^ stem-, 
mmg from allegations he furnished the 
boys with alcohol. 

The felony sex charges' range from- 
first- to- third-degree criminal sexual 
conduct All the cases involved a form of 
penetration but the age of the victim de- 
fines the degree. 

Spangler allegedly confessed to the as* 
sauits — which allegedly occurred in his,

"We went to a party store and went 
to his home" on several occasions, the 
man testified, mirroring the scenario of- 
fered by all three victims. l4 We drank 
beer and watched pornographic movies. 
I fell asleep on the couch and Mr. Span- 
gier came over and started fondling me' T 
and engaged in oral sex, the man testi- 
fied. 

On one occasion, Spangier promised 
to take $50 off the price of a motorcycle 
he was selling to one youth in exchange 
for oral sex, the man testified. - 

In another case, li he wrestled me to 
the ground and took my pants off," en- 
gaging in oral sex, another man testified. 
Two weeks later, the same boy was,- 



sleeping off a drinking binge in Span- 
gieris bedroom when Spangier came in, 
pushed a dresser in front of the door, and 
again assaulted the then- 15-year-old 
teen. 

Alt three men said they were afraid 
to come forward with their stories until 
they were approached by police. Sher- 
iffs Detective Mike Elliott said he was 
tipped off and "ran down the list of cade- 
ts-' enrolled in the city program until he 
found people 1 who told him of the alleged 
assaults. 

After each victim testified Thursday, 
Elliott* offerecF matching* statements 
taken front a confession Spangier gave in 
the Oakland County Jail'onJait. 31. 

Spangier remains held in the Oak- 
land County Jail in lieu of 5100,000 bond.
